It will be disciHwedby EU foreign 
ministers in September. 

Britain, Italy and The Nether- 
lands already have such legislation 
ontheir national statute books. By 
placing creating a legal obligation 
not to cooperate with any law 
suits, the proposed regulation 
^nvould give European companies 
the oppor t unity to plead “double 
jeopardy** before the U.S. courts. 

Counter suits would depend on 
U.S. companies which initiate ac~ 
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lions under the legislation having 
assets in Europe. 

President Bill Clinton earlier 
this month delayed the right to file 
lawsuits under Helms Burton for 
six months in response to pressure 
from the EU and the U.S.' other 
major trading partners. 

EU trade commissioner Sir 
Leon Brittan said Clinton’s move 
had been welcome but that the ex- 
traterritorial reach of the legisla- 
tion remained in place. 

“We cannot remain inactive 
with this Sword of Damocles 
hanging over European companies 
and individuals.” 

While the EU has much less at 
stake in Cuba than Canada and 
Mexico, its economic interests 
face a much greater threat from 
pending U.S. legislation of a simi- 
lar nature on Iran and Libya

Military Option Against 
Israel a Possibility 
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DAMASCUS — Syria’s army 
chief on Tuesday said Damascus 
had not ruled out militnry force 
against Israel in order to win bade 
its rights. 

“Our rights are legitimate and 
we will work for peace using 
every possible le gitimate means, 
especially diplomatic. But if we 
are foiled then every other option 
is a possibility,” Syrian Array 
Chief of Staff General Hckmat 
Shehabi tokl the ruling party's 
daily At-Baalh. 

“Over the past few decades the 


military option was the only 
means available to Syria to com- 
bat Israeli aggression against Arab 
land and in the occupied territo- 
ries,” the general said. 

He added that “Syria would 
make - no concession concerning 
the need for a total Israeli retreat 
to the lines of Jane 4, 1967,” a 
reference to the Golan Heights, 
seized by Israel in the 1967 six- 
day war and later annexed.

Kinkel Rejects 
U.S. Calls For 
Isolating Iran 

BONN — German Foreign Minis- 
ter Klaus Kinkel on Tuesday re- 
jected U.S. calls to isolate Iran, 
saying Europe would continue to 
cultivate a “critical dialogue” 
with Tehran. 

Kinkel, who was in Paris for a 
one-day conference on terrorism 
with other foreign and security 
ministers of the Group of Seven 
(G7) countries plus Russia, told 
German radio and television that 
moves to isolate Iran would “not 
curb” terrorism. 

Europeans had in this case “a 
slightly different conception from 
the United States.” he told 
Deutschland Radio Berlin and TV 
channel ZDF. 

The conference was to consider 
a 25-point package of concrete 
measures aimed at cracking down 
on international terrorism. 

President Bill Clinton has 
called on the international com- 
munity to impose tough sanctions 
on all the countries whieh support 
or commit acts of terrorism, acall 
which has so far met with opposi- 
tion from European countries.

Terrorism Should Be 
Redefined 


G erman Foreign Minster Klaus Kinkel on Tuesday rejected U.S. 
calls to isolate Iran, emphasizing that Europe would continue 
holding a critical dialogpe with Teheran. 

Meanwhile, the European Commission (EQ on Tuesday proposed 
an EU-wide regulation that would prevent European companies from 
complying with controversial U.S. legislation that seeks to penalize 
them for doing business with Cuba. 

Kinkel's statement-jWhich reflects the viewpoint of all European 
countries— and the EC proposal indicate that the U.S. is mistaken in 
its perception of terrorism. This is why Washington has been left 
alone in its so-called fight against what it calls terrorism. 

Indeed, terrorism is the main threat to global peace, security and 
development. Hence, Fighting against terrorism is a sacred task and 
all countries should contribute to this noble cause. 

Nevertheless, lopsided approach to the issue, or abusing the 
anti-terrorism campaign for parochial political gains, is certain to 
backfire. The most appropriate way to do away with international 
terrorism is taking a comprehensive stance towards this evil phe- 
nomenon. 

In other words, a distinction should be made between a compre- 
hensive approach and a selective stance. To clarify the matter, it is 
patent to everyone that Israel is the epitome of state-sponsored 
terrorism, as it has frequently violated ail internationally recognized 
rules and regulations. The latest instance of Israeli crime against 
humanity was the massacre of innocent people at Cana in Lebanon. 
But the U.S. did not even condemn the criminal act, (et alone taking 
punitive measures. 

To ate another example, the United States has become a haven 
for a number of terrorists from the Third World countries who took 
subversive measures against popular and independent governments 
in their countries, aiming to overthrow those governments and 
establish puppet regimes which would lean toward the U5. 

Having been isolated in the international community through 
launching a self-serving campaign against what it calls terrorism, the 
Ui. next resorted to imposing its will on the international commu- 
nity through enacting extraterritorial laws so as to improve its 
international image. But this move was also doomed to failure. 

The EU should be lauded for taking a brave stance against the U.S. 
bullying. The EU legal measures against Washington will definitely 
bring the US. officials to their senses. 

As regards terrorism, the UN should hold an international confer- 
ence on terrorism to come up with a clear and exact definition of the 
term. All members of the UN should participate in this conference, 
leaving no room for the U.S. to influence the outcome. Above all, the 
participants should commit themselves to what the conference may 
recommend.

TEHRAN r The Japanese cabinet 
was preparing to adopt late Tuesday 
itjpbgh budget ceiling for die com- 
ing year following compromises by 
die three ruling parties on defense 
spending and foreign aid, AFP. re- 
ported. 

Finance Minister Watam Kubo 
last week called for accelerated 
cuts in operating expenses at min- 
istries to .help ease the growing 
pressure on national finances and 
reform the country's outdated 
T^pt-war economic structure. 

While the cut in operating costs 
was earlier expected to reduce real 
growth in general expenditures 
from 4.2 percent to three percent, 
reports on Tuesday said the figure 
to be adopted by the cabinet meet- 
ing was closer to 3.5 percent. 

Genoal spending accounts for 
about two-thirds of the overall 
budget and excludes debts and 
transfers to local governments. 

Earlier Tuesday, coalition 
sources were quoted as saying die 
three ruling parties agreed to limit . 
die increase in the defense budget 
for the coming year to 2.88 per- 
cent, up from a 2.58 percent rise 
in the current year. 

The accord represented a com- 
promise between die conservative 
liberal Democratic Party (LDP) 
the left-wing Social Demo- 
cratic Party (SDP). 

The LDP was said to be seek- 
ing an increase of more than 3.5 
percent while the SDP was push- 
ing for an increase smaller than 
this year's rise. New parly Saki- 
gake, the smallest parly in the 
coalition, had reportedly said it 
would not accept any increase of 
more than three percent. 


With the agreement, Japan's 
defease budget is poised to grow 
at a faster rate than its foreign aid 
budget for the first time since the 
current budget ceiling system was 
introduced in 1982, JUI press 
said. 

On Monday, die three parties 
agreed to limit the increase in Ja- 
pan's foreign aid budget to 2.6 
percent in the fiscal year starting 
next April, die smallest increase in 
14 years and well down from 
seven percent is die current year. 

Hideo Usui, the Director Gen- 
eral of the Defense Agency who is 
also from the LDP, the biggest 
coalition partner, had called for an 
increase of 4.5 percent in defense 
spending in a meeting earlier 
Tuesday with Finance Minister 
Wataru Kubo.

TOKYO- Japan's seasonally-ad- 
justed unemployment rate stayed at 
uncord high of 3.5 percent for the 
second straight mouth in June, the. 
Management and Coordination 
Agency said Tuesday. 

Economic Planning Agency di- 
rector-general Shusei Tanaka said 
the labour mar ket was under ex- 
treme p ress ure . The record high 
jobless rate was stiD the worst 
since the government started com- 
piling data in 1953. 

"Despite the slow economic re- 
covery, the labour market condi- 
tions remain severe,” he told a 
medi a conference after a cabinet 
meeting. 

The number of unemployed in 
June was 2.26 million, op 240,000 
from a year earlier, with the un- 
employment rate was at 3.6 per- 
cent for men and 3.4 percent for 
women, both unchanged from the 
previous month. 

On a half-year basis, the job- 
less rate averaged 3.5 percent,, 
eclipsing the previous record high 
of 3.2 percent for the six months 
to December 1995. 

"The employment situation is 
still severe, wife corporate bank- 
ruptcy numbers at a high level, “ a 
management and coordination 
agency official said. . 

Unemployment rates remained 
"fairly high" for young and senior 
people, at 6.6 percent for the 15- 
to-24 age group, up 0.9 percent- 
age points from a year earlier, and 
4.0 percent for (base between 55 
and 64, 0 3 percentage points, 
be said. 

But the official noted more than 
one third of young workers had 
"voluntarily" left their jobs, while 
senior people became jobless "for 


the convenience of companies." 

"Those who want to return to 
the workforce in view of an eco-. 
nomic recovery also pusbed up the 
unemployment rate,” be said. : 

Another agency official, how- 
ever, said the 6.6 percent jobless 
rate among young workers was ; 
"alarming” as unemployment tra-

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U.S. Frowns on 
Iran’s Aid to Bosnia 


WASHINGTON — The United 
States voiced disapproval Monday 
over a 5 O-mfllio n-dollar Iranian 
aid package to Bosnia, and said 
envoy John Korhbhim would raise 
the matter during talks in Sarajevo 
this week. 

'They don’t need $50 million 
from Iran,” Stale Department 
spokesman Nicholas Bums said of 
the. credit announced Saturday at 
the conclusion of a visit to Sara- 
jevo of Iranian Vice President 
Hassan Habibi. 

The issue was to be discussed

“You find all kinds of goods in 
Dubai and at competitive prices.

In 1995, 
around 20 billion dollars in non-oil 
goods ware imported, exported or 
re-exported from Dubai. 

Dubai, one of the seven member 
states tf foe United Arab Emirates, 
“has huge warehouses, ports and 
an airport allowing it to meet the 
de m ands of neighboring coun- 
tries, ** be said. 

“In the past there was trade be- 
tween Iraq and Dubai and these ties 
will, without doubt, be reestab- 
lished if there is a total or partial 
lifting of the embargo” imposed on 
Baghdad after its 1990 invasion of 
Kuwait, he said. 

Iraq struck a deal with the 


United Nations on May 20 allowing 
it to export two billion dollars 
worth of oil in return for badly 
needed food and medicine but un- 
der strict international controls 
which are still being worked out. 

One- third of the proceeds will 
finance UN operations in Iraq and 
a UN fund to provide war repara- 
tions. 

Iraq has already contacted Dubai 
about the easing of the embargo, 
renting two tug boats from the 
Dubai-based Mubarak shipping 
company needed to help ships move 
through the main Iraqi ports at 
Umm Qasr and Basra. 

‘The two tugs have arrived in 
Iraq,” according to the company’s 
director, Jumaa Mubarak, who 
added that his firm was “reedy to 
transport goods to this country 
when the (oil-for-food) accord is 
finalized.” 

He said that Dubai-based trans- 
port companies wiD have a big role 
to pl^y in shipping goods to Iraq 
even if the imports come from other 
cities, since the emirate is the re- 
gional hub for the world’s feign- 
ers. 

Dubai and its free zone at Jebel 
Ali, the largest in the Middle East, 
serve other countries in the region 
with large cargo ships and tradi- 
tional wooden dhows. 

This suits Iraq which “lacks 


transfer facilities in its ports,” 
which were damaged during the 
1991 gulf war and deprived of 
equipment because of the embargo, 
Jumaa said.

LONDON — A month before their

On July 29, 1981, the couple 
made headlines throughout the 
world while television stations de- 
voted horns to just another “wed- 
ding of the century." 

Fifteen years later, the tabloid 
press, which usually follows the 
royal family’s every move, de- 
cided to let it pass, and it was left 
up to television to mark die royal 
marriage anniversary. 

The private television channel, 
Channel Four, followed the lives 
of nine couples married on the 
same day as die prince and prin- 
cess, while the BBC devoted a 
documentary to Christina Hance, 
a Diana look-alike who for 10 
years has made a living from her 
resemblance to the princess.

Some 100 protesters, residents 
or former residents of the tiny 
ra ms hackle enclave of Rennie’s 
Hill scuffled with police and offi- 
cials attempting to clear the Chi- 
nese Nationalist village for 
redevelopment. 

While some of dm protesters 


oppose the clearance completely, 
others are holding out for higher 
compensation. 

"We will not give up until we 
are fully compensated," said Choi 
Kong, one of die protesters. 

One man was injured when he 
jumped from the roof of a stone 
hut. The man and a woman pro- 
tester required hospital treatment, 
while a police officer was sli gh tly 
injured, a police spokesman said. 

Four others were arrested as 
anti-riot police in full gear broke 
through a barricade of propane gas 


ABUJA — Where did Nigeria’s 
famous vultures go? Ask the cook. 

It appears the great scavenger 
bird has fallen prey to a bit of local 
human scavenging. 

Vultures, once in their hun- 
dreds in Abuja, economic capital 
of Nigeria, are now almost com- 
pletely extinct as they find then 
way on the dining table. 

"When we came to Abuja 10 
years ago vultures walked about 
freely on the streets and fields, but 
now, you can hardly see any of 
these birds here/ one woman told 
AFP. 

Among some cultures in Nige- 
ria, especially the Yoruba (west) 
and Ibo (east), it is a taboo to kill 
or eat a vulture. But not among die 
higb-livers of Abuja. 

At die beginning of this year, it 


was discovered that vultures were 
being killed, packaged and sold 
freely in one of the big markets as 
chicken. 

Suspicions were aroused when' 
shoppers noticed that the trussed 
legs and wings were black, differ- 
ent from what you’d expect from 
a chicken. 

Some restaurants in the Nige- 
rian capita] are also suspected of 
having sold vultures to their cus- 
tomers as "chicken pepper soup," 
a popular local dish. 

It is not yet known if the 
authorities here are doing anything 
to prevent the total extinction of 
the birds in the Nigerian capital, 
as the vulture culture takes off.

Yes, say enthusiasts, claiming 
that a daily dose can slow aging, 
combat jet lag, protect against dis- 
ease, help you sleep and even do 
wonders for your sex life.

.^'bought into the melato nin frenzy, 
according to industry estimates. 
Available without a prescription 
from drug-and health-food stores, 
synthetic melatonin is relatively in- 
expensive (under $10 for 60 three- 
milligram capsules, a supposed 
two-month supply). Source Natu- 
rals Of Scotts Wley, Calif., a ma- 
jor supplier, sold ten milli on bottles

Scientist say feat some of mela- 
tonin's benefits may be real. But the 
most grandiose claims are greeted 
skeptically-eveaby some who have 
devoted their careers to mdatnuin 
research. So what should you be- 
lieve? 

Master conductor ? Until 
about 30 years ago, the beam's pea- 
size pineal glands was a mystery. 
Many thought it was simply left 


oust from an earlier stage of evolu- 
tion, as the appendix is. Then in 
1963 researchers at the National 
Institutes of Health discovered that 
die pineal was an active part of the 
endocrine system, producing die 

hormone nwlatnnin 

Researchers noticed that mela- 
tonin was produced primarily in 
darkness. When dusk comes, the 
pineal begins pumping out the hor- 
mone, peaking during deepest 
sleep, about 2 a.m. With the first 
daylight, secretion slaws dramati- 
cally. 

Melatonin production decreases 
with age. The pineal is largest dur- 
ing youth; with age, it calcifies. 
Melatonin circulating in the body 
drops as a result By one’s 70s, the 
amount may be scarcely detectable. 

Regelson, co-author of The 
Melatonin Miracle, believes mela- 
tonin not only tells us when to sleep 
and wake up, also orchestrates 
when we grow up, procreate and go 
into decline. “The pineal is like a 
symphony conductor," he says. By 
secreting or withholding mela- 
tonin, he continues, the pineal cues 
all the other glands to join in life's 
symphony. However, some argue 
that endocrine coordination is from 
the hy pothalamus and the pituitary 
(once known as the master gland). 
This combination influences 
growth, reproduction and energy. 

Mood enhancer? Californian 
Jean Coloretti, 54, insists she was 
“rarin to go” after she took mela- 
tonin to boost her energy. But per- 
sonal “fed good” stories are the 
only evidence that melatonin can 
change mood or behavior. 

In feet. Dr. Thomas Wfehr of the 
National Institute of Mental Wwi* 
believes that we don't yet know if 



melatonin affects depression. He 
notes that while melatonin levels in 
normal women change with the 
seasons, women with egacnnai af- 
fective disorder (SAD) have mela- 
tonin that does not consistently do 
so. Perhaps tfc«« failure to change 
represents a failure of normal 
physiological adaptation to winter. 
This condition might then give rise 
to winter depression. Researchers 
know that exposing SAD patients to 
extended periods of artificial light 
can reduce symptoms, but Wfehr 
isn't sure if melatonin suppression 
has a role. 

Sleep aid? A tiny amount of 
melatonin taken at night calms 
most people. Moreover, melatonin 
sleep is said to be “natural" sleep, 
which comes in a few minutes and 
leaves no morning hangover. 

Dr. Richard J. Wurtman of 
M.I.T. has been studying tie ef- 
fects of melatonin on sleep for more 
than 20 years and is hoping to mar- 
ket a melatonin sleeping aid. In one 
recent experiment, be gave tiny 
doses of melatonin -0.3 mg.- to a 
group of men and women. Com- 
pared to a placebo group, the test 
group fell asleep more quickly, 
slept with less tossing and turning, 
and awoke more rested. 

But Whitman cautions insomni- 
acs against “self-medicating" 
themselves with melatonin Pills 
sold in health-food stores may con- 
tain three or more milligrams of 
melatonin-ten times the amount 
given in Whitman's experiments. 
The result of these larger doses 
could be a melatonin hangover, 
leaving the user drowsy during the 
day. 

Body synchronizer? The 
evidence is solid that mdatontn 


helps those who zip across iimo 
zones. Taking a small amount of the 
hormone "tricks the bodv clock 
into believing it’s still dark", says 
Dr. A1 Lewy of Oregon Health 
Sciences University, a pioneer in 
jet-lag studies. “You tah» it in the 
morning, and the body clock say, 
‘Haim, dawn hasn't come yet. ’ Or, 
in the evening: ‘Night bq q come 
early.’” 

By taking a half-milligram of 
melatonin for the two days before s 
flight followed by another half-mil- 
ligram on arrival, Lewy’s experi- 
ments have shows, the body’s 
adjustment time can be cut in half. 
In her research, Josephine Arendl, 
endocrinology professor a: the Uni- 
versity of Surrey, England, gave 
melatonin to some 500 transatlantic 
travelers. Let-lag symptoms among 
the melatonin users were reduced 
by 6G percent. 

Melatonin may also help people 
with erratic work shifts. Etiie Cor- 
nell, for instance, a Stanford Uni- 
versity Hospital emergency-room 
coordinator, works ‘ 11 cockeyed" 
weekly schedule-two night shift. 
He says pislatnnm “gets my crazy 
clock into sync." 

Infection fighter? James 
Krueger, a physiologist at fee Uni- 
versity of Tennessee at Memphis, 
says that in test-tube experiments, 
melatonin has been found to in- 
crease the production of inter- 
leukm-1 (IL-1), an infection 
fighter. IL-1 mobilizes dm body's 
defenses by stimulating production 
of disease-fighting T-cells and 
bringing on fever and sleep. 

But Krueger warns: “That’s a 
long way from saying what it does 
in hitmans." Even if melainnin 
helps fight disease. It may have a 
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marginal role. 

Cancer foe ? Melatonin’s back- 
era claim the hormone is an anti- 
oxidant like Vitamins C and E and, 
like them, may help fight cancer. 
Here’s fee argument: 

Living cells need oxygen to gen- 
erate energy. Normally fee oxygen 
is carried in stable molecules con- 
taining two oxygen atoms in which 
all fee electrons are paired. But 
sometimes an unstable molecule 
occurs, called a free radical, which 
has one or more unpaired elec- 
trons. The free radical may pull an 
electros from another molecule in 
the body, causing a reaction leading 
to abnormal, potentially cancerous 
cells. 

Antioxidants help the body 
scoop- up free radicals before they 
cause harm. In studies by biologist 
Russel J. Reiter cf the University of 
Texas ai San Antonio, malatc-r.in 
was a potential scavenger of free 
radicals. Reiter gave cce group of 
rats melatonin; another group re- 
ceived none. Then bath were given 
safre'e, which causes cancer. The 
treated group had 6C to 70 percent 
less DNA damage than the un- 
treated one. 

The doses of melatonin Reiter 
used are huge, however — "higher 
than would ever naturally a ppear in 
human blood or tissue, * says 
M.LT.’s Whitman. He adds, "In 
studies, rrvlatnnm hag not been 
shown to have antioxidant effects 
on people.” 

As for Claims that nv>1almii n 

could help treat Parkinson’s or 
Alz h eimer’s — other diseases in 
which free radicals may play a part 
— even Rater is doubtful. "This 
are complex disease," be says. ”1 
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doubt any single explanation can 
be found." 

Safe contraceptive? Ac- 
cording to Dr. Michael Cohen, 
scientific director of Applied 
Medical Research in Fairfax, Va. , 
increased melatonin helps sup- 
press fee ovaries’ production of 
estrogen and progesterone. Thus, 
eggs cannot mature and pregnancy 
cannot take place. 

Applied Medical Research 
plans to begin clinical studies this 
year on B-Oval, a melatonin- 
based birth-control pill. 5 -Oval 
has already been tested in more 
than 1000 Dutch women over a 
five-year period. !i has reportedly 
been just as successful in prevent- 
ing pregnancy as common iy used 
birth -control pills.

The 270 million-ringgit ($108 
million) structure is a 90-10 joint 
venture between the national tele- 
phone company, Telekom Malaysia 
BHD. and Germany’s Whyss and 
Freytag AG, die turnkey contractor. 

Designed by local architecture 
firm Kumpulan Senireka SDN 
BHD, it features a glass dome 
within the tower designed to reflect 
Malaysia's Islamic heritage. 

A stone's throw from the 
Menara, what will be the world's 
tallest building is already reaching 
for the sky. 

At 451 .9 meters, Che 2. 3-bill ion- 
ringgit ($920-miliion) Twin Tower 
owned by state oil company 
Petroliam Naskmal BHD (PETRO- 
NAS) should top record-holder 
Chicago’s Sears Towers by 8.9 me- 
ters when it opens by year-end. 

But its reign as the world's tallest 
is expected to end when China’s 
457-meter Chongqing Tower is 
completed next year. 

The 88-story Twin Towers, de- 
signed by U.S. -based architect Ce- 
sar Pelli , is seen not only as a flashy 
new address for PETRONAS, but 
also as a status symbol for fast-de- 
veloping Malaysia. 

"It’s an achievement,” said 
Prime Minister Mahathir Mo- 
hamad recently. 

Government officials last week 
cut into a special cake baked in the 
shape of the structure to celebrate 


hathir's critics. 

About 64 kilometers (40 miles) 
south of the capital, the government 
is spending 20.09 billion ringgit 
($8.0 billion) on a federal adminis- 
trative metropolis for the relocation 
of state ministries. 

Due for completion in 2005, the 
so-called Putrajaya Project is lo- 
cated not far from Kuala Lumpur’s 


foreign funds that have helped fuel 
Malaysia’s economic growth, 
which has stayed above eight per- 
cent annually since 1987.

Kazakh Authorities Fear 
Tuberculosis Epidemic 


ALMATY — Authorities in 
Kazakhstan fear an epidemic of tu- 
berculosis after the release of 
56,000 prisoners, at least one in 
eight of whom have the disease, 
according to the Health Ministry. 

The prisoners were amnestied 
last month to mark the first anni- 
versary of the former Soviet Repub- 
lic’s new constitution. 

The Health Ministry said Mon- 
day it would be. impossible to treat 
all those suffering from the disease, 
due to a shortage of funds and 

hospital beds. 

“Out of 76,000 prisoners held in 
Kazakh jails, 16,364 have tubercu- 
losis,’’ said Interior Ministry 
spokesman Ivan Girin. 

Many prisoners will die, lung 
specialists in Almaty said, adding 


that they feared “an epidemic of 
tuberculosis spread by .prisoners 
who have just been freed.” 

The prison authorities said some 
$80 million would he needed to 
treat prisoners stricken with the 
disease. 

In 1995, a total of 1 ,273 prison- 
ers died of tuberculosis in the Cen- 
tral Asian Republic, and 569 deaths 
were recorded in the first five 
months of this year, according to 
official figures. 

Some 60,000 patients with ad- 
vanced tuberculosis are being 
treated in Kazakhstan, where on 
average 3,000 people die of the 
disease and 11,000 are . infected 
every year.

GENEVA — More than 1,500 di- 
nosaur footprints have been discov- 
ered in the Jura Mountains of 
northern Switzerland, paleontolo- 
gist Martin Lockley said Monday. 

The site, “one of the largest and 
densest in Europe,” was discovered 
near Moutier by a team headed by 
the Swiss Christian Meyer, Lock- 
ley said. 

The prints, of which 300 are 
clearly visible, are set in a sheet of 
chalky rock of 60,000 square feet 
believed to be about 150 million 
years old. 

Ranging in length from 60 cen- 
timeters (two feet) to 1.4 meters 
(five feet), they mark the traces of 
a group of brontosauruses, a grass- 
eating dinosaur that could grow up 
to 35 meters (120 feet) in length. 

Dinosaur remains were first 
found in the region in 1870, but the 
first footprints were found only in 
1994. (AFP)

Earth Core Spinning Faster 
Than Rest of Planet? 


BARIS — The center of the earth, 
a hand boll of iron crystals 2,400 
kilometers (1,500 miles) in diame- 
ter; spins faster than the rest of the 
planet, according to New York re- 
searchers whose study has just 
been published in the latest issue of 
the British magazine Nature. 

If the results are confirmed, they 
could upset conceptions about the 
earth’s dynamics and the origin of 
its magnetic field, which is gener- 
ated by this hard core. 

Xiaodong Song and Paul 
Richards of Columbia University 
say that since die beginning of die 
century, the iron core has been per- 
forming a quarter of a revolution 
further to the east in relation to die 
rest of the planet. 

In other words, according to this 
calculation, it shifts its position at 
a relative speed of 20 kilometers 
(12 miles) a year at approximately 
the level of its own equator. , 

The two boffins, analyzing re- 
cordings of seismic waves which 
have moved through the earth from 
north to south in the last 30 years, 
stumbled on a curious discovery 
about two earthquakes, in 1967 and 
1995, both in the South Sandwich 
Islands between Latin America and 
the Antarctic. 

They noticed dial it took waves 
from the 1995 quake a third of a 
second less than those from the 
1967 tremor to reach a geological 
research station in Alaska. 

The two scientists say the waves 
travel faster nowadays because the 
so-called “anisotropic axis” of the 
earth's core, which serves as a kind 
of “fast lane" for the waves, turns 
annually at a rate of 1.1 degrees 
towards the east in relation to (he 
rest of the planet 

In the course of 30 years this 
“fast Uuie”, probably consisting of 
iron crystals which boost wave 
propagation, had approached die 
path taken by the waves from the 


South Sandwich Islands, thus per- 
mitting them to travel through the 
planet more quickly. 

The anisotropic axis is currently 
inclined at an angle of ten degrees 
to the earth’s rotation axis. The 
New York scientists say the move- 
ment of this axis provides proof that 
the earth’s core rotates faster than 
die rest of die planet 

The study corroborates a three- 
dimensional numerical mrafe i of 
the earth's dynamics published 
year by geophysicists Garry 
Glaizmaier and Paul Roberts of the 
University of California in Los An- 
geles (UCLA). . 

Some scientists doubt the latest 
find ings , however, even although it 


makes sense to suppose drat, tins 
solid core, bathed in a liquid mass, 
can turn freely. Hie earth is made 
up of the hard core, a liquid core 
surrounding it, and the surface 
crust. 

French scientist Dominique 
fault, a researcher in the Geomag- ’ 
netism Department of the Global 
Physics Institute in Paris, told 
AFP: “These results would snggret 
drat the solid core spins about ten 
times faster dun the liquid sur- 
rounding it, which is theoretically 
impossible. Electrical currents 
generated around the solid core 
would prevent such rapid rota- 
tion.”

Cray on Monday filed an anti- 
dumping petition with die Com- 
merce Department and the 
International Trade Commission,’' 
charging (hat NEC was taking an 
estimated $65 million loss to sup- 
ply four supercomputers to die Na- 
tional Center for Atmospheric 

Research (NCAR) at a below pro- 
duction cost. 

Cray also said the proposed - 
price is significantly less than wfiat : 


NEC charges in Japan. 

Toka said Cray’s move to “twist 
international procurement rules 
that should be fair and nondiscri mi- 
natory ... is highly regrettable.” 

Cray’s cost calculation is “ex- 
tremely hard to understand,” he 
added. 

Pointing out that the U.S. gov- 
ernment has not procured Japa- 
nese-made supercomputers before, 
Toka said .Cray’s dumping charge 
was “nothing but an attempt

No on the back. Rats and cock- 
roaches scurry under two massive 
heating pipes occupying most of 
■ ’the space. The humid air redes of 
urine and of glue fames from the 
plastic bag Alina clutches in her 
right hand. Bringing the bag to her 
mouth, she blows into it, filling it 
like a balloon. She inhal es deeply, 
slumps motionless far a long mo- 
ment, then clumsily ties the top of 
the bag, puts it in her pocket and 
slowly climbs a steel ladder to the 
sunlight above. 

Alina is among die hundreds of 
children who shelter in the under- 
ground labyrinth of pipes stretch- 


ing out under the city from beneath 
the station. Thousands more popu- 
late parks and abandoned build- 
ings in Bucharest and other 
Ro m a nia n cities, living their life at 
the very bottom of a society infa- 
mous for die dismal state of its 
child care. Most come from bro- 
ken homes, telling tales of sexual 
and physical abuse by alcoholic 
parents or older siblings. Others 
come from the country's over- 
crowded orphanages or from Ro- 
manian hospitals where they had 
been abandoned by relatives — 
many because they were found to 
be HIV positive. 

AIDS is just one of many 
scourges threatening the street 
children. Hepatitis B is common, 
as is tuberculosis. Most of those 
who want to find a job or decent 
living quarters cannot do so be- 
cause they lack identification pa- 
pers - impossibly difficult to 
obtain from a government bu- 
reaucracy that treats them as non- 


persons. After Romania's commu- 
nist government fell in December 
1989, the work! was shocked by 
the appalling orphanages in which 
babies and youngsters were 
packed. Most went unrescued. 
Now some of Romania's aban- 
doned are children of the sewers. 

The progenitor of this misery 
was dictator Nicolae Ceausescu, 
who in the 1960s aggressively pro- 
moted population growth, bannin g 
contraception and abortions for 
women with fewer than four chil- 
dren, despite the wretched poverty 
of most families. His overthrow 
and execution did not solve the 
problems he had created. Romania 
has 3,279 victims of pediatric 
AIDS — more than half the total 
number of cases in Europe. The 
government of President Ion Ili- 
escu, farmer propaganda minister 
for Ceausescu, has launched pro- 
grams to ease the situation, but 
intransigent ministries and local 
officials block the initiatives and 
exacerbate matters with die heavy- 
handed communist techniques to 
which they cling. 


Oblivious to the causes of her 
plight, Alina sits at the edge of the 
entrance to her hole, staring dully 
at the Gara du Nord passersby. A 
few, noticing her, shake their head 
and move on. She is joined by a 
man named Valentin who, though 
20, is so short and pale he looks to 
be no older than she. Seeing that 
she is too intoxicated Co speak, he 
sits on a nearby bench and begins 
working his own bag of glue — a 
common pastime among Roma- 
nian street urchins. "I have dreams 
when I sniff glue," he says, smil- 
ing to reveal a thin extra tooth 
between two front incisors.

“We are planning for 500,000 
refugees, but it doesn't mean we 
. are expecting them. Our planning 
is very flexible," said Augustine 
Mahiga, the commission's coordi- 
nator for Rwanda and Burundi. 

Last week die commission had 
updated its emergency plan to cope 
with 300,000 refugees, and asked 
the international community for 
».$13 million to deal with a possible 
humanitarian crisis in Burundi. 


Martin Griffith, director of the 
United Nations' Department of 
Humanitarian Affaire, said a mis- 
sion has been sent to the Kenyan 
capital Nairobi and to Burundi to 
determine whether to reinforce co- 
ordination of the agencies on foe 
ground.

The Rome-based UN agency 
said in a statement released here 
that some 9,000 tons of rice, 
funded by Australia, Denmark, Ja- 
pan, New Zealand and Sweden 
would be on board the vessel 
“Chong Choi Gang.” 

A second shipload of food fi- 
nanced by Washington would arrive 
in the second half of next month, 
the WFP said. 

The United Nations launched an 
emergency appeal on June 6 for a 
total 43.6 million dollars to help 
North Korea cope with major food 
shortages and other devastating ef- 
fects of last year's flooding. 

The WFP statement that relief 
was on its way came as meteorolo- 
gists in South Korea said that heavy 
rains over the weekend had 
pounded the North’s western prov- 
inces, which have the best farm- 
lands but which have only half 
recovered from the flooding.

Mostar Croats Refuse to Bow to 
International "Blackmail" 


MOSTAR, Bosnia-Herzegovina — 
Hard-line Croats in this divided 
city said Monday they will not 
give in to international 
“blackmail,” just days before an 
EU deadline for them to end a 
boycott of foe city councO expires. 

Mile Puljic, head of the local 
hard-line Bosnian Croat Party 
which has boycotted foe city coun- 
cil over last month's elections 
which it branded “illegal,” said 
efforts to force Croat compliance 
amounted to little more than black- 
mail. 

“We can't accept foe interna- 
tional blackmail aimed at forcing 
us to accept a decision which 
harms the interests of the Croats in 
Mostar," Mile Puljic told AFP. 

In a further sign of Croat defi- 
ance, Mijo Brajkovic, mayor of 
Croat-held West Mostar, said 
Monday the Croat boycott would 
continue. 

“The Croats elected to Ihe city 
council would only take part in the 
sessions of this organ if they were 
dragged there by force," 
Brajkovic was quoted by the Bos- 
nian Croat news agency Habena as 
saying. 

The EU, which has run Mostar 
for two years, has said it will with- 
draw from the southern city unless 
foe Croats end their boycott of the 
newly-elected city council by Au- 
gust 4. 


The Croats, who lost foe June 
30 elections to a mainiy-Muslim 
coalition, have refused to partici- 
pate in foe city council over al- 
leged electoral irregularities and 
have lodged a complaint with foe 
constitutional court of foe Muslim- 
Croat Federation. 

One of their complaints, over 
the voting of Mostar refugees in 
Bonn, was upheld by foe city elec- 
toral commission but overturned 
by the EU ombudsman. 

Puljic also aimed a broadside at 
Michael Steiner, deputy to the 
high representative to Bosnia, Carl 
Bildt, as the war of words between 
international peace implemented 
and foe Bosnian Croats intensi- 
fied. 

"As we refuse to give in, inter- 
national officials like him devise 
new ways of shooting poisoned 
arrows at us,” Puljic said. 

Steiner said in Sarajevo on Sun- 
day that foe international commu- 
nity refused to give in to the 
Croats' "blackmail.” 

“If you allow the side that 
doesn't like foe election to practi- 
cally undo the election and its re- 
sult then we destroy the very 
essence of elections," he said. 

Earlier, in a letter to Steiner, 
released Monday, Puljic's party, 
foe Croatian Democratic Union 
(HDZ) said that Bildt's deputy had 
sold his soul to the devil! 


"It is clear that Mr. Steiner has 
sold his soul to foe devil and has 
proved to foe entire world that he 
stands next to those who want a 
new war in Bosnia," the letter 
said. 

"Mr Steiner is showing signs of 
exhaustion and those who sent him 
must ask themselves whether Mr. 
Steiner still has credit and author- 
ity," it said. 

Puljic said that “international 
officials like Steiner want to force 
the Croat population to leave the 
city, which would be bitter in- 
deed." 

Mostar's Croats fought the 
Muslims for 11 months in 1993 
and 1994, trying to carve out a 
Croat statelet in Bosnia of which 
Mostar would be foe capital. 

The city’s elections, the first in 
Bosnia since the war, were in- 
tended to reunite the city, where 
Muslims control the east and 
Croats foe west. 

Zagreb is under pressure to use 
its influence to end foe Croat boy- 
cott. On Monday, Mostar's for- 
mer EU administrator, Hans 
Koschnick, was quoted as saying 
that aid for foe reconstruction of 
Croatia should be linked to foe end 
of the boycott.

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Lewis Embraces the Legend Olympic Medals Table 


ATLANTA — Cad Lewis sealed 
his place in spotting legend here 
Monday with his ninth Olympic 
gold medal and his fourth 
consecutive long jump triumph. 

The 36-year-old equaled Paavo 
Nurmi's track and field record of 
nine titles in the 1920s and like the 
finish runner his fame will live as 
long as boys and girls dream of 
running fester, jumping farther. 

After the competition, he was 
embraced by former American 
discus star A1 Oerter, the only 
other man to win four Olympic 
athletics titles in a row. 

This was never meant to hap- 
pen. Lewis, 36, performed so 
poorly this year he was dismissed 
as too old, too tired and too stale. 
He barely made the Olympic team 
tiiis year, foiling for the 200m and 
100m and scraping in as the last 
qualifier for the long jump. 

Once here, his efforts in Sun- 
day's qualifiers were poor. He 
only made it through to die final 
on his last, desperate jump of 8.29 
meters. 

In die final his speed, stride 
length and coordination foiled him 
on the first two jumps. At the top 
of the third run, the solitary figure 
in a crowd of 85,000 mumbled to 
himself, twitched and shrugged, 
then took off to jump 8.50m. 

World champion Ivan Pedroso 
and Mike Powell, die 1991 and 
1993 world number one, could 
only look on in despair. 

The silver went to James Beck- 
ford of Jamaica (8.29), who 
clinched his silver with his last 
jump while Joe Greene of the 
United States took the bronze 
(8.24), just as be had done in Bar- 
celona. 

Michael Johnson won the 400 
meter but his achievement was 
overshadowed by the Lewis 
magic. Johnson diminished it fur- 
ther by unleashing a fit of pique in 
the continuing saga of bad blood 

between the two athletes. 

Each has been mean about the 

success of the other and Johnson 
could not resist a dig. 

"If Carl Lewis is still wanting 
to be the premier athlete of track 
and field, I ffrmlr he should step 
down from that," he said.
